pictures. The perfection of moving pictures 
| now gives the desired continuity, and the last 


barrier for the pictures returning as a means 
if passing on information has been removed. 

The possibilities of the moving picture as 
an educational tool were seen twenty years 
ago by Charles W. Eliot, President of Har- 
vard college. Until recently there was a 
dearth of good pictures and an uncertain 
outlet for those already filmed. The lack on 
the production side is gradually being met by 
the University Film Foundation at Cam 
bridge which has been in operation a little 
The aim is to meet the standard 
}of commercial moving pictures, to present 
information concisely and accurately, and to 
make the films interesting and entertaining 
as well. 

In the world of today there is much to be 
learned. The moving picture is the hope of 
educators as a means of passing on more 
more accurately and more con 


cisely. A film showing a study of bacteria can 


present in fifteen minutes the results of 
several weeks observation through a micro 
j}scope. Thus realms of knowledge may be 


opened to the casual observer in the easiest 
and simplest way 

Mr. Brewster also explained the theory of

“instructional” and “informational” rather 
“educational” films, he showed one 
cientific film picturing thelifecycle,of a turtle 
which makes its home in tropical seas, a 
geographical film of peasant life in Hungary 
and a handcraft film, showing the process of 
making an etching.

ROAD BUILDING LAGGING BEHIND 


Babson Says Automobile Cangestion Will 
Force Great Road Building Program 
in the Next Five Years 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 18, 
1929. The number of automobiles on the 
roads has increased approximately 40 per 
cent during the past five years. The amount 
of road building done has increased only 13 
percent. We shall produce in 1929 over 
5,000,000 automobiles, trucks, and motor 
cycles. Five years ago we were turning out 
only 2,370,000. Automobile production has 
increased about 100 percent but our road 
building has increased only one-eighth as 
fast. Small wonder that even the remote 
country highways are jammed on Sunday 
afternoons! In the cities of course, traffic 
conditions are virtually impossible. Police 
departments of large cities can testify to the 
numerous traffic jams which have recently 
tied up the principal streets for hours at a 
time. 

In the large cities it is now quicker to take 
a subway train or to walk than it is to drive 
your car or ride in a taxi cab. We talk about 
the speed of transportation. As a matter of 
fact, it requires more time to go from one 
place to another in our large cities today 
than it did five years ago. Perhaps that is one 
reason for the great increase in the use of the 
telephone and telegraph. General business is 
being affected by this situation. It is increas- 
ingly difficult to distribute goods by motor 
truck, and personal trans’ sports ation with any 
degree of safety or speed in congested areas 
is a serious problem. 


Big Road Building Era Ahead 

States, cities, and towns in 1929 are spend 
ing approximately $1,339,403,000 for roads 
and bridges. All signs indicate that this is a 
very small amount compared with what they 
will be spending in 1935. Some argue that 
individual operation of motor vehicles in 
cities should be curtailed by legislation, but 
this will never come to pass. Even admitting 
that it would be more economical for people 
to use the street cars—the ideal form of mass 
transportation—rather than clogging the 
Streets with thousands of individual ma- 
chines, each of which requires nearly as much 
room as a street car, you could never cone

vince the American people of that fact. The 
automobile has become a fixed habit and its 
use will continue to grow. Traffic congestion, 
likewise, will become worse and worse until 
an actual blockade threatens, unless engin 


eering skill invents some means to preventit 
Hence, I look for tremendous construction 
developments which will change the whole 
character of our cities and revolutionize 
existing transportation facilitic 


City of the Future 

The city of the future will look entirely 
different from the city of today. One of the 
first measures I believe will be street wide ning 
through elimination of sidewalks. Pedestrian 
traffic in the cities will be underneath arcades. 
This can be done by tearing away a portion 
of the lower floor of buildings and by sup 
porting the street walls up to the second 
story on pillars, and utilize as sidewalks the 
space underneath which was formerly a part 
of the first floor. The former sidewalks will be 
part of the streets. 

Over-head passes across streets for pedest- 
rians will be almost universal. Double-deck 
and even triple-deck streets for motor be- 
hicles will be constructed, even though 
sunlight and air are sacrificed in the process, 
Indeed, public health may require, in the 
cities of the future, artificial sunlight in the 
form of municipally installed ultra-violet 
lamps. Some sort of street ventilating sys 
tems may also become necessary. Many 
buildings in central locations, formerly used 
for other purposes, will be converted into 
huge garages. I look especially for the build 
ing of many electrically-operated automatic 
garages whereby the motorist parks his car 
and obtains it again merely by pressing an 
elevator button 


Great arterial highways will go through 
the center of our cities. These will be supple- 
mented by smaller high speed highways 
around the outskirts of the central business 
district. The bottle necks so common to the 
entrances of our big cities will rapidly be 
climinated by the construction of new paral 
lel roads of larger capacity, and by the 
diversion of through traffic to encircling 
highways which will make it unnecessary 
to enter the congested districts. As the air 
plane is more perfectly developed, landing 
fields on the roofs of great buildings, railway 
terminals, etc. will be constructed. Down 
town sections of the city of the future will 
be one vast net-work of steel, iron, and 
cement, with layer upon layer of streets and 
sidews lks, articially lighted, and giving the 


appearance from above as one tremendous 
structure 

The city of the future will also be more 
decentralized than at present. It will spread 
out into what are now the suburbs. Already 
many big department stores are establishing 
branches in a wide suburban area. The 
purpose is to reach those customers who, 
because of traffic congestion, are unable or 
unwilling to patronize the central store. 
This decentralization and expansion process 
is expensive. In time it will hurt the value of 
the centrally located city property; ue it will 
increase the value of suburban business 
property. The reason why down town pre yper- 
ty is more valuable than any other, is because 
the most people pass there on foot. If foot 
travel becomes so dangerous or so slow in 
these areas that it diminishes in volume, then 
the value of such property will diminish. 
Hence, a spreading out process is sure to 
come. What are now individual suburban 
towns and cities will gradually be absorbed 
by the central city governments. Values will 
undergo great changes. Zoning laws will be 
modified and changed 


Necessity of Careful City Planning 
One big reason why the autlmobile has 
caused so much congestion is that many of 
our cities were allowed to grow as they start 
ed, namely along the lines of old cart paths 
It is a vast and expensive undertaking to 
straighten out and widen our crooked and 
narrow streets. However, that is being done 
and will be done on a much larger scale in 
the future. City governments should take 
care, however, that future expansion is along 
sensible lines, and in accordance with a 
comprehensive and thoroughly unified 
trafhe plan. Before starting new projects 
the best advice of expert engineers and 
traffic suthorities should be obtained. Other 
wise much money can be wasted without 
accomplishing any real improvement. 


Road Building Equipment Business 
Should Prosper 

High money rates for the past two years 
have been a depressing factor on road build 
ing as well as on all other types of public 
improvements. Cities have hesitated to float 
bonds at such high interest costs. The need 
for road construction, however, is now so 
great that they can no longer delay the 
necessary financing. State, city, and local 
taxes will of course, reflect these vast ex- 
penditures. Solving the traffic problem is 
bound to be very expe nsive. It is, neverthe

The whole system should be inspected for 
leaks in pipes or sections. Air release valves 
and traps should be examined to see that 
they are working properly. When a radiator 
stays cold regardless of steam pressure, it is 
“air-bound”’. 

Warm air systems should be inspected 
especially for leaks in the combustion cham 
ber which might permit combustion gases to 
get into the warm air pipes and thus into the 
rooms of the house. The leaders and cold air 
ducts should be cleaned of the dust and dirt 
that inevitably accumulates during the sum 
mer. This can be done effectively with large 
vacuum cleaners designed especially for this 
work 
The importance of an adequate fuel suppl y 
is, of course, paramount. If the system is 
fired with coal, it is frequently to the eco- 
nomic advantage of the householder to lay 
in a sufficient supply to run through the 
winter while summer prices are still available 
Oil fuel can be purchased at any time of the 
year, and there is no particular advantage 
in storing a large supply as the price does 
not change according to season. Most dealers 
will ma'-e a contract for a season’s supply ata 
fixed tie, to be delivered as needed. As a 
matter of convenience, however, the house 
holder is advised to see that his storage tank 
is full before cold weather sets in. 

Starting an oil burner is a simple process 
of letting in the oil from the storage tank, 
turning on the gas for the pilot light, and 
throwing the switch ‘for the electsic current 
which operates the combustion machinery 
If the householder has the slightest doubt 
about how to start his apparatus in the fall, 
however, he should call in the dealer 

In many parts of the country, where there 
are cool days even in summer, oil burning 
furnaces are never shut off. When

Among all deaths in men between the ages of 
45 and 70, one in eight is due to cancer, and 
among all the deaths which occur among 
women between 45 and 65, one in five is 
caused by cancer.
